launched at Bath on Saturday, will 
come to this navy yard to be fitted out. 
The vessel was turned out by the Bath 
Iron works and is now about seventy- 
five per cent, completed, Miss Anne 
Bontplle, daughter of Congressman 
Boutelle, christened tho craft. 
Two 


thousand people lined the wharves. 


The Nevada is a single turret mon- 


itor, designed for harbor defence. She 
is 252 feet long, beam fifty feet, draft 
twelve and a half feet, displacement 324 
toLs. Her contract epeed is required 
to be 11.5 knots. 


A belt of armor plate, tapering from 


eleven inches in thickness at the water 
line to five inches at the top and three 
inches at the base, will run the entire 
length of the vessel on either side. 


The turret will have a uniform pro 


teotion of ten inches of armor, while 
her conning tower is provided with 
seven-inch steel walls. In addition to 
this the vessel will have a protective 
deck of one and a half inches in thick- 
ness. 


The batteries will consist of two 


twelve-inch breech loading rifles, four 
four inch rapid firing guns, three six 
poundeis and four one pounders.

MINOT'S LEDGE LIGHTHOUSE/*^-' 


rhe First One Was Swept Away With All I 


Its Occupants. 


Lighthouses form the subject of an arti- 


cle in St. Nicholas, written by Lieutenant 
John M. Ellicott, U. S. N., and entitled 
"The Lights That Quldo In the Night." 
Lieutenant Ellicott says: 


The first lighthouse on Minot's Ledgo 


was bulH in 1848. It was an octagonal 
tower resting on the tops ot eight wrought 
Iron piles 8 inches in diameter and 60 feet 
high, with their bases sunk 5jfcot in tho 
rock. Those piles were braced together in 
many ways, and, as they offered less sur- 
face to the waves than a solid structure, 
(his lighthouse was considered by all au- 
thorities upon the subject to bo exception- 
ally strong. 


Its great tost came in April, 1851. On 


the 14th of that month, two keepers being 
In the lighthouse, an easterly gale get in, 
steadily increasing in force. People on 
shore, and no doubt, the keepers them- 
selvea, -watched the heavy seas sweep harm- 
lessly through the, network of piles beneath 
the house, and feared no harm. On the 
loth, bowttver, tho wind and sea had 
prcatly increased, and tho waves were 
flung higher and higher toward that tower 
ih the air. 
Yet all thought they surely 


could not reach 60 fetjt above tbo ledge. 


That night was one of keen anxiety, for 


the gale still increased, and all through 
that dreadful driving storm and darkness 
the faithful keepers were at their posts, 
for the light burned brightly. On Wednes- 
day, the 16th, the gale had become a hur- 
Hcaho, and when at times the tower could 
be seen through tho mists and sea drift, 
it seemed to bend to tho shock of tho 
waves. At 4 o'clock that afternoon an 
ominous proof of the fury of the waves on 
Minot's Ledgb reached the shore—a plat- 
form which had been built between the 
piles only seven feet below tho floor of .the 
keepers' room. Tho raging seas, then, 
wcro looping 60 feet in,the air. 
Would 


they reach 10 feet higher, for, if so, the 
house and tho keepers were doomed? Nev- 
ertheless, when darkness set in the light 
phono out as brilliantly as ever. But the 
gale seemed, if possible, then to increase. 
What agony those two men must have 
suffered! How that dreadful abode must

All growth 
h;is censed, and the bodily furnaces which 
make huat ore able to destroy but little 
tood lucl. It is perhaps not iinivorsullj 
ret'ogni/eel that in numerous cases death 
is finally due to an absolute failure on tho 
ptirt of tho bciiy to keep itself warm. 
In 


the old tho beat making functions are ex- 
ceedingly low, and hcnco it is that few old 
people arc comfortable in a room where 
tho temperature is under 75 or 80 degrees. 
It is especially iii:port./nt, therefore, that 
un abundance ot clothes bo worn by old 
people.

the aged is protection, «ud especially pro- 
tection against strain of nny vital organ. 
An old man exposes himself to inclement 
weather, and especially to a high wind, 
with the result that the blood is driven 
irora tho surface of the body upon the in- 
ternal orgjins, and the enfeebled move- 
ments of respiration which cid in forcing 
the blood out of these oigans arc checked. 
What is true in regard to the ordinary 
healthy conditions of the old man is more 
particularly true in vegard to tho disease* 
of the old.

in their action cannot bo taken. At the 
same time when possible is is most essen- 
tial to arrest at once any incipient disor- 
der in old persons.—Now York Ledger.

something finar than is called style. Style 
has been written about very learnedly bj 
learned men. In its highest development 
it is a very complicated thing. It is tho 
very essence of culture, knowledge and ar- 
tistic temperament, that gives a flavor of 
Its own to every sentence that an author 
writes. But Without entering into thesub- 
tilties of style, it is surely evident to every 
reader of average intelligence and sensi- 
bility that there is a great difference in the 
Inanner of telling a Story, for instance.

tensely fattening," declares the clairvoy- 
ant. "Three bananas," ho says, "weigh- 
ing 1 pound, are equal in nourishment to 
2l> pounds of hruid. The true banana is a 
small variety of the plantain, and la never 
shipped to northern countries. What we 
buy as 'bananas' are the larger species, tne 
plantains. 


"Hnmboldt calculated that the enor- 


mou i focd product of tho plantain is to that 
of the potato no 44 to 1, nnd to that ol 
wheat as 138 to J. Baked bananas are 
easily digested.11—New York Press.

proving Our Harbor. 


Mr. Editor: Maoh has lately been pub 


lished in relation to the improvement of 
our gracd river by the suggested—and 
Ly the snrveys now in progress—and 
contemplated removal of Henderson's 
Poia'. 


Henderson's Point, so called, is quite 


a high blnff of pretty nearly solid ledge, 
and a rough guess would make it som«- 
400 feet from north east to south-west, 
tnd about htlf that or more iu width 
at about mean high water. 


Thirty-five 
feet below this mean 


would be the minimum rrquired, and 
perhaps forty feet the maximum, »nd 
n the execution of this descent the area 
o be removed is constantly and with 
the removal of every foot increasing. 


Every square yard of this material 


blowa off, or tumbled into the ninety 
'eet of cbannol with which this point B 
on three sides bounded, and unreoov- 
ered, woti'd bo BO much obstruction to 
he already tumble current at this bind 
of our rirer, tuat even its widening by 
he blastings of each material would 
not lesstt). Iu the t xecution of tbit 


igantic undertaking thousands of tone 


m iet neoossa ily bo tumbled to this 


real deptb, which even in still watere 
vulti be too costly, it not impossible 
o recovf r. 
That the i em oval of this point at 


his—for th ps of great draft—more 
lian ninety degrees angle of our river, 
would be a grau 1 improvement, no one 


ill attempt to deny, but the mugni- 
ude and oost, together with the diffi 
uities utteuilai.it tuereou must be seen 
ny an iictu.il vimt to IUA spot, and then 


proiimatfaly estimate 1 by only those, 


n a degree at least, conversant with the 
necessary rneuns aud methods employed 
u such vast undertukiugs. 


To undertake thu removal of the 


vbole of the area and depth above re- 
feired to would require appropriations 
of sums in amount doubtless hard to 
obtain; tho lemoval of only a portion or 
even one half the distance back from 
he extreme point, and down to the re- 
quired depth, would doubtless be a 
great advantage and benefit; but for- 
ever, to a great degree, unsatisfactory. 


While the writer makes no preten- 


ioas to the marine or civil engineer 
professions, yet from the gleaning of 


y suggestion some benefit may poo 


sibly result. 


To make thie naval station the peer of 


a majority of every other on the Atlan- 
tic sea board, and the superior of them 
all, this pioblem of this sharp and nar- 
row band, with its dangerous projsc- 
tion.—Pnll-and-be-d—point on the op- 
posite bank just below, mast be me1, or 
our new dry dock and this station will 
lose a large portion (f its power, its 
importance and its usefulness; and the 
sooner it be me!-, the less detrimental 
will be its dsterroit influence. 


In this connection, Mr. Editor, allow 


the writer to suggest the fact that bs- 
tween Se-vvey's island and tho ledgy 
bluff of Henderson's Point, and some 
400 or 500 feet back from the extreme 
southwest point thereof, is a deep de 
presaion in the land, of quite a good 
width, and that this depression is so 
great ttat the last very high tide swept 
through it at d ma le at (ho time Hen 
derson's Point a i island, also that tl.ij 
depression brings the deep waters of 
the river above and below nearly on a 
straight line and much nearer such line 
than the removal of the whole of Hen- 
derson's Toiat promitory would effect. 
That the waters are deep and the shores 
jo id tt the northwest and the southeast 
ends of this depression •mill be found to 
be indisputable and the distance through 
short and comparatively easy of exca- 
vation, with both ends in coves cf stiil 
waters, at both the incoming and out- 
going tide). 


Allow ns to suggest the feasibil ty of 


excavating an additional channel or 
canal through the slid short depression, 
of any required width for the largest 
ship under steam, or failing vessel and 
her tow, leaving Henderson's Point an 
additional island to the many in oar 
deep river. 


fc'uoh a channel could not possibly 


oost one third tho expense of the sug- 
gested removal of tbo whole point, or 
evsn half of it. The distance through 
it would be lar lesp, and tho depth v?ry 
much loss, while tho width required 
would probably bo loss than one tainl. 
The advantages ia working'on account 
of the strong current would bo inmti 
ratble, and tho paungo of waler, ia and 
oat would proportionally lesson the

pelled to withdraw from the' concert of 
powers is ouly one of the causes for this 
reeling, for the British ministers are now 
inclined to believe- the present lines of 
negotiations cannot result satisfactorily. 


''The United States," said an otiiciul of 


the foreign office, "cannot he any more 
anxious) than England to get out of tLe 
China mudUle. 
The cabinet ministers 


are reluctantly coming to believe that the 
endeavors to compel China to uunibti in 
dividual offenders are merely watte of 
time. Deiith by edict is a farce and :i 
fniry tule. 
The powers' forces now in 


China are utterly inadequate to overiuu 
the country ami enforce their demands. 
England has no intention of augmenting 
her troops to such an extent us would be 
necessary if the Europeans thowsitlves 
undertake to inflict punishment. It looks 
very much us if we shall all have to 
climb down. The only question is hov 
can it bo done with the bes»t dignity anj 
under the circumstances giving the m 
satisfactoiy lesulls. 
The policy of in- 


definite decimation, which the Amoricun 
journals seem to attribute to Gi'imany, 
is not in the slightest shared by Great 
Britain." 


This view is not that of a majority of 


the British pre^s, who, without taking 
pains to iind out the inner opinion of the 
cabinet, generally condemn what the 
are plensod to call the "weak kneed poii 
cy" of America. 


The TnlioKU- Sclssnrc. 


The hei/.me of the British -steamer Tn- 


bog-i by the Columbian government otli- 
eials at Panama is not reganleil seriously 
here. The British gunboat Phenstuit will 
iinestigate (he matter, and in due course 
of time Colombia will probnbl> bo afkeil 
for an explanation. But the affair is \w- 
likely to produce any striking develop 
meats. 


The request of the Unit'-rt States cm- 


bnssador, Mr. Joseph H. CImate, for the 
suppression of the Filipino junta at 
Hongkong has been put in the hands of 
the colonial otiiee. It will probably take 
some weeks to ascertain the facts, with 
doubtful results. An ollicinl said: 


"Hongkong of course is part of a freo 


country, and we cnnnol take too arbi- 
trary steps, even to please America. Mu-,t 
of the international plots are hatched 
right here in London, but \\e are quite 
powerless to suppress them."

bound to improve business here, and I 
welcome warmly anything tending to 
bring the two nation* the most good, even 
though it may appear to r< suit only to 
the advantage of one of them.

Yerkes, points out. there is no reason 
why London should suffer from lack of 
transportation facilities when capital is 
going begging and the electrical science 
of the world is at its beck ami cull. 


Mr, Albert Johnson of New York is in- 


terested in an entirely different scheme, 
his interests lying in tho direction of 
suburban surface traction, especially in 
Manchester and Liverpool and the large 
citielTof the north, where he is acquiring 
important concessions.

'PEARL DIVERS OF CEYLON. 


M»rco Polo T«ll» of Charmer* Who Keep 


Aw«y Sluurlu. 


When you leave the island of Sellan and 


sail westward about 60 miles, you come to 
the great province of Maabar, which is 
styled India the Greater. It is the best of 
all the Indies and Is on the mainland. 


In this province there are five kings, 


who aro own brothers. The province is 
tho finest and noblest In the world. 


At this end of the province reigns one of 


those five royal brothers, who in u crowned 
king, and his name is Bonder Band! Davar. 
In this kingdom they find fino and great 
pearls, and I will tell how they are got. 


The sea here forms a gulf between the 


island of Seilan and the mainland, and 
all round this gulf tho watei has a depth 
of no moro tbun 10 or 12 fathoms and in 
some places no more than two fathoms. 
Tho pearl ushers take their vessels, great 
and small, and proceed into this gulf, 
where they stop from the beginning of 
April till the middle of May. They go 
first to u place called Bettelar and then go 
00 miles into the gulf. Hero they cast an- 
chor and shift from their large vessels into 
small boats. The merchants divide into 
various companies, and each of these must 
engage a number of men on wages, hiring 
them for April and half of May. 
Of all 


tho produce they have first to pay tho king, 
as his royalty, the tenth part, and they 
nnist also pay those men who charm the 
grout fishes, to prevent them from Injur- 
ing the divers while engaged in seeking 
pearls under wutor, one-twentieth part of 
all that they wuy take. 


These fish charmers aro termed abrain- 


man, and their charm holds good for that 
day only, for at night they dissolve the 
charms so that the fishes can work mis- 
chief nt thoir will. These abraiaman know 
also how to charm beasts and birds and 
every living thing. \Vhen the uien have 
got into tho small boats, they jump into 
tho water and divo to tho bottom, which 
may be at a depth of from 4 to 12 fathoms, 
arid there thoy remain us long us they are 
able, and there they find the shells thnt 
contain the pearls, and those they put into 
u net bag tied round tho waist and mount 
up to the surface with them and then 
divo anew. 
When they can't hold their 


breath any longer, thoy nomo up agnlu, 
and after u little down they go once more, 
and so thoy go on all day. These shells 
aro in shape liko oysters or Ben noods, and 
in these shells are found pearls, great and 
small, of overy kind, sticking in tho flesh 
of tho shellfish. 


In this manner pearls tiro fished in groat 


quantities, for thenco, in fact, come the 
pearls which aro spread all over the world. 
And tho king of that shito huth a very 
great receipt and treasure from his duus 
upon thoso pearls.—"The True Story of 
Marco Polo," by Noah Brooks, ill St.

Prominent Citizen Thinks the Genei- 


al Townspeople Unfavorable. 


The Boston Sunday Globe has the 


following interesting communication ii> 
regard to tho annexation of the town of 
New Castle, as proposed in the Herala 
of Wednesday, Nov. 21, tho Globe'b 
article being from the pen of Mr. I. P. 
Miller: 


A local paper this week suggested 


that the town of New Castle should be 
incorporated into Portsmouth, as it IB 
in location and association a part of the 
city now, and the union would give the 
city an additional population of [560 et 
once, while it would make the town 
more desirable as a summer resort, giv- 
ing the summer visitors what they have 


desired, modern improvements, 


plccttic lights, high service water and 
efficient police protection; and the rep- 
reoenlatives of tLe town and city ii tLe 
legislature are urpod to procure tie 
necessary enabling legislation at [tLe 
coming session. 


A prominent cities i < f New Castle 


inquired of as to how this suggestion 
was received by the people of tho town, 
repliel in f-nLstanee as follows: 


"The people of Now Castle do not 


favor annexation; they hat? rather their 
town should remain a town, as it has 
been ever since it was set off from 
Portsmouth in 1C.9.J. Tho town is up 
predating in vnlud EOT moro rapidlj 
than at any previous period of its ex- 
istence. There was u time just aftei 
the close of the civil war that the old 
pluce was ia a bad way. There was a 
war debt of about $35,000—a debt out 
of all proportion to the population and 
wealth of the town when compared with 
other towns of the state. 


'•This dobt, or at least a large part of 


it, was saddled on the town in a queer 
\vuy. Daring tho war a large number 
of men from other towns in this state 
and in Maine came here to work at the 
navy yard, abd gained a voting resi 
donee in Now Castle. 


"This, of course, increased the town's 


quota of men to be furnished when the 
draft came, but these transient 
pa- 


triots didn't care. Having no perma- 
nent interest in the town, they went to 
town meeting and voted liberal sums to 
furnish substitutes for all drafted men, 
the money, of course, having to be 
hired by the town. Then when the 
\var was over and wo:k at tbe yard 
failed, they returned to their foiraer 
homes, generously leaving their shaie 
of the w&r debt to be borne by the per- 
manent residents. Bat this debt was 
taken over by the 
bt&to twenty five 


years or so ago. 


"About 20 years ago the people ol 


New Ca&tle were slrongly in favor of an 
nexation to Portsmouth, and a strong 
move WHS made in that direction, but 
Porttmoulh ridicukd it;now New Castle 
is quite as itrongly opposed to the idea. 
Why should we desire annexation?
